Claims 2, 3, 12, 13, 18 ani 20 are 

canceled without prejudice to present them in a subsequent application. 

None of the references cited by Examiner disclose or suggest that the mono] ciers 

recited in amended claim 1 and claims 74 and 75 could be used to make an antimicrobial 

lens as herein recited. Allowance of the claims is respectfully requested.
